The only answer to this air su­ 
premacy on Japan s part, prior to 
the Mindoro operation, was by the 
use of carrier task forces. These 
have proved their value in attacks 
on Manila bay, since carriers must 
put back to bate occasionally, they 
are less useful in sustained opera­ 
tions than land fields. 
Once bases are developed on Min­ 
doro M acArthur can maintain a 
steady flow of fighters and bomb­ 
ers to establish air supremacy over 
Luzon island. He could be able to 
neutralize the air fields to which 
Japan has been able to send air 
reinforcements from Formosa in

Now'if cold cream is good for the 
complexion, and if it is true that 
most women use it instead of soap, 
the poll did not prove the point Of 
course the men I saw used soap be­ 
cause they were clean shaven.

had a kind of blotchy breaking out 
that looked like the kind of thing 
you used to read in the liver pill ad­ 
vertisements and now hear about 
over the radio anent vitamins.

Greaseleas Cold Creams 
"Greased**” cold creams are 
not cold creams, but mild soaps 
made from stearin and sodium 
carbonate. 
So I hope this answers your 
quenions about cold creams of all 
kinds. 
It is called cold cream because 
it has a cooling effect on the skin. 
So it ie all right to use if you have 
hives or eczema. It also loosens 
scabs, so it is good if you have 
smallpox. But why anybody would 
put it on a nice clean skin I do not 
know. 
Also it will not grow hair on a 
bald head. 
The origin of cold cream histori­ 
cally was that it was used be­ 
cause soap and water were not 
readily available. Bathing is a 
comparatively modem practice, as 
is the making of soap. Cold cream 
would mix with the superficial 
grime and eould be rubbed off and 
then a little more could be applied 
which would give the superficial 
appearance of cleanliness, and 
anyway the odor of rose leaves 
covered up a multitude of less 
agreeable odors.
